In  this  particular  case- 
he  was  arrested  and  convicted  up- 
on perjured  testimony  and  then 
sent  to  the  penitentiary  where  he 
was  confined  seven  years,  when  a 
white  man  who  hid  committed  the 
murder  and  several  otheis  who  were 
witnesses  to  the  deed  remained  si- 
lent and  permitted  the  innocent  to 
suffer.  Finally  upon  his  d.-ath-bed 
the  white  murderer  confessed  his 
guilt  which  being  coroborated  by 
these  witnesses,  the  Governor  par- 
doned the  Negro.  This  is  a  sample 
of  the  Justice  accorded  to  Negroes 
in  many  casts  and  only  such  con- 
fessions or  tleruilj  will  reveal  the 
true  c  ondition.
